She’s partly racing to 
benefit the Juvenile Diabe- 
tes Research Foundation 
( J DRK; T < ) date, the G ihassrt 
Tn has donated over a mil- 
lion dollars to the cause, .and 
Team Emma raised $6,000 
last year. But partly, Emma 
is just competitive. 

“I would probably still be 
doing this if I didn't have 
diabetes," Emma said. “For 
the fun of competing, and 
because it’s such a big part 
of what goes on in Cohasset, 
and just to help fundraise" 

Emma has always loved 
sport.s and plays a different 
one ( or three) every season, 
from lacrosse to sailing to 
skiing to swimming. Even 
though she won’t l>c a fresh- 
man until next year. Emma 
earned a spot as a mid- 
fielder on the girls’ Junior 
Varsity field hockey team 
at Cohasset High School 
last year. This summer, she 
plans to take up rowing-

bkxxl sugars low by helping 
the body abvjrb lasulin. It’s 
easier to deal with low bkxxl 
sugars than high ones, she 
said. 

“High blood sugar makes 
you not feel gcxxl," she said. 
Before figuring out that she 
bad diabetes, Emma thought 
she Ltd the flu. She felt thirsty' 
and fatigued; she lost weight 

Now, after six years 
of living with the dis- 
ease, Emma knows to take 
insulin at the first sign of 
any such symptoms - but 
usually the monitor lets her 
know' well before she even 
gets close to levels that high. 

Emma’s friend Annie 
Toomey' will complete the 
full triathlon alongside her. 
Toomey did the cycling 


portion of last year’s race as 
part of a relay team, riding 
alongside her father. She 
pLays basketball, lacrosse, and 
soccer during the school year. 

This year, she and Emma 
have trained together. TTieir 
two friends w ho completed 
the full race last year have 
trained with them but will lx* 
unable to participate this year. 
They'D rare later this summer 
in Emma’s name, though. 
Toomey s mother, Betsy, will 
compete with the girLs. 

"I’m definitely nervous 
because of how' much work 
it is," said Toomey, “but 
if I keep training. I’ll be 
prepared." 

She feels good about the 
hiking portion because she’s 
already conquered it, but is 


grateful for the support of her 
Swim Team friends, who have 
offered advice and encourage- 
ment as she prepares for the 
(piarter mile swim. 

“They taught me that, 
when you get tired, you 
can go on your back and 
do the breast stroke," she 
explained. Meanwhile, she 
has been able to help Emma 
prepare for the bike ride by 
pointing out tricky patches 
and potholes that expe- 
rience has taught her to 
approach with caution. 

“It made it a lot more fun 
to do it with friends," she 
said. “And it's great knowing 
that you’re helping to raise 
money for a bigger cause - 
it’s not just for fun." 

Toomey has learned a 
lot about her friend’s dis- 
ease just by hanging out 
with Emma. Because of 
that, her house was the 
first place Emma felt com- 
fortable haring a sleepover 


after her diagnosis. 

Now, years later, Toomey 
has proved a tireless 
w’ingman and a fearless 
spokesperson, announcing 
Team Emma’s raffle ticket 
fundraiser and explaining 
diabetes to their peers in 
the cafeteria. 

The team will be sell- 
ing raffle tickets right up 
through the event next 
Sunday and will choose 
winners the following day. 
Frizes were supplied by 
local businesses, including 
JJ’s, Paperscapes, Atlantic 
Bagel, Outside In, and But- 
tonwood Books and Toys. 

“Our slogan was ‘sup- 
port local kids and local 
businesses,’" said Emma. 
“It worked really well." 
She added that the school 
has been very supportive, 
allowing them to make 
announcements and hang 
posters in the halls, and 
thanks all the sports teams 


and fields that have allowed 
her to set up a booth. 

She’ll also have a booth at 
the Arts Festival this week- 
end.

Nor 
should there be, since these 
art* highly subjective criteria 
Nor could there be since 
hiring policy Ls a professional 
Human Resources function 
that belongs anywhere but 
with the elected Board of 
Selectmen. 

Law enforcement Ls a 
profession, and Ihe Town 
Miinager following accepted 
pnxvdure found a w ell 
qualified candidate for Police 
Chief but the Board of Select- 
men prevented his hiring for 
purely jiolitical purposes. So, 

Cohasset still has an Acting 
Police Chief appointed by a 
formerly Ailing Town Man- 
ager, instead of a permanent 
Police Chief. And a talented 
professional Town Manager 
who must be wondering / ho\v 
to do hLs job. 

Truth be told. Selectmen 
do not sit above tlu* law and 
mav not substitute their 
judgment for that of tlu* 

Town Manager in matters 
hilling within hLs purview. 

But tliLs Board did, ;dthough 
no legitimate [xilicy reason McCann lilies at 104 

for rejecting his choice for DoaneSt. 


PC it was ev er stated by 
this Board, because there Ls 
none. 'ihLs Board imagined 
one that suited its purpose. 
Saddest of all, those who 
voted in the majority did 
not even need a policy. 'Ihe 
hut that supporters of tlie 
Board-majority' view were 
openly gloating even before 
tlie meeting began, and seen 
taunting non-supporters 
as they exited the build- 
ing later, is evidence of the 
fact that the outcome was 
pre-ordained by those few 
who put themselves above 
tlu* law. 

We deserve better, 
because if the most powerful 
public officials are guided 
by iuiy tiling but adherence 
to tlu* rule of law, no one 
working under them has 
a chance to do otherwise.

W e always sav we 
are a govern- 
ment of laws, 
not men. Ihis statement 
stands for the ancient 
concept that no person is 
above the law. Cohasset s 
Town Manager Act (law) 
dictates that Selectmen 
(persona) form a policy- 
making board, and can 
“set goals and objectives 
but not administer daily 
affairs of the Town." This 
means they are authorized 
to establish how things 
generally should be done, 
but not to jump in and do 
or undo them. The Board 
recently abridged the law 
m big-footing the Tow n 
Managers most important 
appointment, for Cohasset 
Chief of Police. 

In arguing that the 
Board must act in “best 
interests of the tow n " 
Chairman Steve Gaumer 
reinvented the position of 
Select man- As- Paternal- 
istic-Overlord Cohasset 
Ls all too familiar with, 
objecting to an other- 
wise entirely legitimate 
appointment by an utterly

on others around me to find 
a decent restaurant while 
driving on the highway. 

The phone can be an 
essential safety plan if alone 
in a dangerous situation. 
And phones are certainly 
bringing to light the harm 
caused bv uniformed and 
non-uniformed citizens 
who lead their life. Lives 
are being saved with this 
modem phone ;uid its 
applications. So perhaps 
everyone ought to have a 
phone with camera to catch 
the mistakes in society, the 
ills and successes of our 
neighbors and the glory of 
a back tuck, set to music. 

I know 1 have benefitted 
and am grateful from those 
around me who adroitly 
know how to find our way 
when lost or to hear a ter- 
rific song from the 1980s. 
But back to the hand-held 
tools at the farm. 

Holly Hill Farm is a place 
where much needs to be 
accomplished. There are 
plants to heel in, compost 
to sift, rocks to remove, 
boards to nail and weeds 


to extract. The latter is 
best done by hands, and 
not synthetic fertilizers, 
thus leaving the plants of 
choice: carrots, kale and 
cukes to name a few. 

'There is also the need to 
w;ilk with ones hands free. 

I lands can hang loosely by 
your side while walking on 
one or more of the 25 trails 
in the woods. One’s hands 
can be in a meditative pose 
while attending yoga on the 
farm or sitting at a picnic 
table in the education 
garden looking out at the 
new herb garden, the raised 
beds ;uul the t;dl scarlet 
runner bean pole trellis. 
And hands can be clasped 
together while leaning on 
the rail of a fence, staring 
at Pumpkin the pony and 
the beautiful flowers in the 
Paddock Garden discussing 
matters of importance. 

1 know I could accom- 
plish more and be more 
communicative if 1 carried 
and operated a phone. 

I know there is room in 
my poc ket for such a cute 
rectangufefr objec t or even 


a carry ing satchel to keep it 
dry and not dirty. But as the 
literary character Bartleby 
the Scrivener said, "I would 
prefer not to." 

1 ;un lucky to have my 
hands in the soil. I ;un 
fortunate to hunt and pec k 
on tills modem typewriter, 
err keyboard, that Is not a 
small hard to see key pad. 
And maybe some kids along 
the way will join in car- 
rying tilings. Putting the 
tools aw'ay, sifting compost, 
holding a worm, picking a 
tomato, harv esting spinach 
by the stem and even bring- 
ing their plates to the kitchen 
tiller supper. If the phone 
doesn't ring, it's not for me. 

1 am of 1’ teaching, fanning 
and most likely engaged with 
the fields, tasks and plants in 
front of me. 


W hile walking on 
the farm, I am 
often happily car- 
rying something. 

It may lx* a plastic seed 
tray that still holds a few* 
sunflower starts or leaning 
tomato seedlings. I might 
lx* transporting rocks from 
the ox pasture, as they are 
better served as a cairn or 
along a stone wall denot- 
ing a dahlia bed, rather 
than cropping up in the 
fields and w heel rows, 
often blocking plants and 
tripping farmers. 1 could 
be pushing a w heelbar- 
row full of raw manure or 
finished compost. 

Sometimes my hands 
are holding those of a 
first-time- to- the-fami 
kindergartner from Boston 
who w ants to help lead the 
way to the animals or the 
w oods or the fields tliat 
could grow corn or graz- 
ing cows. My pockets, too, 
may have a tool for weed- 
ing, a recyclable bottle 
from a child’s lunch or 
sorye scored Goldfish from 
another child's snack. It

farm, teaching children, 
leading adults and often 
in the weeds pulling quack 
grass, chick w eed and 
cultivating spinach, onions 
and a variety of crops.

Chairman Paul ( )gnibcne 
opened the meeting by 
saving. “You're our kids’ 
teachers and there’s noth- 
ing more important; we 
welcome w hat you have to 
say" 

I fowever. while Ognibene 
and the Committee listened 
and responded respectfully, 
some teachers seemed to 
feel that the Committee’s 
actions didn't hack up that 
statement. 

“When you tell people we 
love what you do and we 
want you to do more of it, 
but there’s no money.’ that 
makes people unhappy," 
said Pattie Thompson. 
President of the Cohas- 
set Teachers Association 
CTA) and a Scituate resi- 
dent. “We must he valued; 
we must be respected; and 
in our world, that’s shown 
through money." 

Jack Buckley (resident, 
parent, Cohasset employee 
and CTA member) pre- 
sented at length to the 
Committee, reminding 
them that Cohasset has 
been recognized by US 
News and World Report 
for having one of the best 
public school systems in 
the state. 

He shared anecdotes of 
teachers who had made 
meaningful impacts in his 
children’s lives, emphasiz- 
ing that teachers in K-8 lay 
the foundation for the suc- 
cesses and accolades of high 
schoolers. 

He named individuals 
who had been honored by 
one and by many - recently, 
Al (iallotta, who was voted 
“teacher of the year" by CHS 
students, and Mike Ia*wis, 
who was recognized by 
Apple as a “Distinguished 
Educator" 

“These anecdotes loudly 
proclaim that we. the teach- 
ers of Cohasset, are valuable 


assets to the Town of Cohas- 
set," said Buckley. "We are 
not unfunded liabilities. 
OPEB is a community prob- 
lem not to be thrust on the 
shoulders of teachers" just 
because "the town has been 
netting it aside.” 

Buckley said the deci- 
sion to reduce retirement 
benefits was "insulting the 
professionalism of Cohas- 
set teachers" and demanded 
that a fair contract be set- 
tled before the start of the 
school year. 

Jim Willis, Cohasset 
Middle/ High School Social 
Studies Department Chair, 
spoke next. He revealed 
the myriad side jobs and 
activities he participates in 
to make ends meet. 

“I sleep well," he said, 
“partly because I’m 
exhausted — and partly 
because I’m satisfied in the 
performance of a noble pro- 
fession and a job well done, 
knowing that I’ll be taken 
care of when I retire. I rest 
less easy now." 

Willis fears that he only 
has 10-15 years to figure 
out how he will continue to 
provide for his family into 
his retirement years. The 
support will have to come 
from outside his workplace, 
he said. 

Those who were not 
already standing gave Willis 
a standing ovation. 

But despite convincing, 
impassioned rhetoric from 
these two spokesmen, the 
School Committee was 
unable to budge on their 
decision. 

"1 know it’s sub-par," said 
Ognibene. “But it’s the best 
we can give. We wanted 
more for you. We couldn’t 
get more. - He explained that 
OPEB is the jurisdiction of 
the Board of Selectmen, and 
that the School Committee 
had already put their necks 
out on behalf of teachers. 

"We’ve gotten much more 
than we started with, and 
possibly more than the 


Selectmen wanted to give." 
said Ognibene, adding jovi- 
ally that they had officially 
worn out their welcome 
with the BOS. "They don’t 
want to see us anymore 

He further explained that 
the current budget would 
allow* for a 2 percent raise 
for every teacher, so it’s 
incorrect for the teachers 
to complain of being "penal- 
ized" for their dedication, 
including many extra hours 
that (Willis revealed) most 
of them work, not because 
they have to, but because 
they want to. 

That answer didn’t sat- 
isfy the crowd. Laura 
Humphrey, CHS teacher 
and Cohasset resident 
since 1997, said that 2 per- 
cent was nowhere near the 
market average. At another 
job. she would have never 
settled for such a small 
amount. 

Buckley said gravely, 
“It would be a very, very 
disturbing and upsetting 
message if we were to walk 
out of here having heard, 
‘We understand the teach- 
ers, but there are only so 
many pieces to the pie.’" 

“People are going to start 
shopping around," he said. 
He feared that the decision 
would min morale, desta- 
bilize the teaching force, 
and ultimately unravel the 
district’s impressive legacy. 

Ognibene emphasized 
that the School Committee 
is on the teachers’ side, but 
they must operate within 
certain parameters. 

“It’s not what we’d like to 
give you, but what we can 
give you," he said, adding 
that the Committee is open 
to “creative suggestions" 
about how they can do that 
more effectively, given the 
budget they’re stuck with. 

Thompson pointed out 
that the CTA had previ- 
ously come forward with a 
creative plan that didn’t go 
through. The School Com- 
mittee and CTA are going to

have to find a way to meet 
in the middle, to come up 
with something “equitable 
and fair. - 

"We’re not demanding the 
moon," said Thompson. 

However, in the absence 
of a tax override, the moon 
is about as realistic a goal 
as finagling a budget that 
will satisfy both the teach- 
ers and the BOS. 

Stephanie Noble, Cohas- 
set school teacher and 
resident, said. “I don’t 
understand the hesitancy in 
reaching back to the public 
after 10 years [since the last 
override]. Every single per- 
son’s home value is invested 
in this school system and 
you are putting that at risk." 

The problem with an 
override is that it only solves 
the problem for a year. Next 
year, said Ognibene, it 
would be the same thing all 
over again. He didn’t want 
to convey “there’s nothing 
we can do," but that’s how 
his response fell on 140 ears 
desperate for better news 
than this. 

Humphrey drew* from 
her prior experience in 
the financial sector. “In no 
part of the developed w orld 
would our operation be so 
successful and then be told, 
‘we can’t help you.’" 

She reminded the Com- 
mittee that many families 
move to Cohasset in large 
part due to the school 
system. “If the town loses 
that tax base," she cau- 
tioned. “they’re going to 
lose a lot more than these 
teachers." 

The teachers’ message 
was firm and unified, and 
they aren’t backing down. 

“You’re assuming the pie 
has to stay where it is," said 
Humphrey, “and it doesn’t. 
Go back to the Select- 
men and say, ‘This is not 
enough.’"

luesdav morning, rog hovers over the water at Sandy 
Beach, which is a glacial 45 degrees. Lifeguard Sam Spall 
knows, because he was waist-deep in that water a couple 
of hours ago, checking the temperature to post it at the 
bathhouse. 

Despite a perfect opening weekend, weather-wise, the life- 
guards kept watch over a busy beach and an empty ocean.

Although Cohasset has 
won 11 state championships 
in m\ different sports over 
the last 11 years, lacrosse 
is the towns most success- 
ful. well-known program. 
Cohasset 1 1 igh School Ath- 
letic Director Ron Ford said 
that the outside perception 
is that “Cohasset is consid- 
ered a lacrosse town." and 
for good reason. 

Cohasset began its 
lacrosse program hack 
in 15)8.9, when then Deer 
11 ill principle Ken Frk- 
burg put together the first 
boys team. At the time, the 
boys competed in the Pil- 
grim Conference - the only 
lacrosse league in the South 
Shore. 

Ford s wife. Cory, founded 
the girls program six years 
later in 15)95. The interest 
level was so high that the 
girls had to be split into 
multiple teams. 

Cohasset boys lacrosse 
has been able to capture 
four state championships 
since its inaugural 1989 
season. The program has 
grown to become a one of 
the largest powerhouses of 
Massachusetts’s high school 
lacrosse. 

While the program had 
been a success from the 
very start, it wasn’t until 
the mid JOOO's that the 
boys would capture their 
elusive first state title. 

I lead coach Stew Curren 
led Cohasset to back-to- 
back championships in 
2006 and 2007. 

Thomas Flibotte, two- 
time All-American at 
Cohasset and current 
member of the Bueknell 
Bison, said, “Stew was able 
to take the program and 
bring it to the next level." 

Flibotte and Curren 
would together lead the 
boys to another state title in 
2010 before moving on to 
college and a head coaching 
position at Thayer Acad- 
emy, respectively. 

While Curren deserves 
much of the credit for the 
success of the boys pro- 
gram. perhaps the biggest 
factor is Cohasset’s youth 
program. 

Jake Kissick, member of 
the 2010 state champion- 
ship team and Siena College 
captain and defenseman, 
said he started playing 
lacrosse in sixth grade when 
he moved to Cohasset from 
Kansas. 

“No one knew about 
lacrosse in Kansas,” said 
Kissick, “it took me a few 
years to catch up to every- 
one when 1 got here.” 

Kelsey Frier, CHS class of 
11, shared a similar experi- 
ence. Fi ler started playing 
lacrosse in seventh grade 
when she moved to Cohas- 
set from Illinois. 

“Lacrosse wasn’t a thing 
in Chicago at the time,” she 
said, “but Cohasset is such a 
lacrosse town that I wanted 
to play so I could share in 
the experience” 

The youth program has 
been a staple of Cohas- 
set lacrosse since its early 
beginning. Coaches from 
both the girls and boys pro- 
grams, specifically people 
such as Chuck Jaffe and 
Curt Mills, helped develop 
the young talent and pre- 
pare them for high school. 

“A lot of people in this 
community grew up play- 
ing lacrosse," said Ford, 
“the youth program here 
is so developed, its helped 
our program remain 
consistent." 

That interest level and 
competitiveness has helped 
Cohasset high school keep 
talented athletes here in 
town. However, not every- 
one chooses to attend CHS.

“Jerusalem" as an act 
of solidarity with those 
English students we had 
welcomed and befriended.
